As we did not have tht 
honor to claim any of the sick men as 
relatives, the question naturally arose 


how we were to gain adm ittance, but 
we could do no more than fail. 
A t th» 
door we were met by an old colored 
soldier, we explained to him that the 
ladies were interested in hospital work 
and would like 60 see the manner in 
which the sick soldier« were cared for. 
He bade us bo seated while he called 
the head nurse. 
In a short time she 
appeared 
and 
her kindly 
face and 
gtmtle ways betokened the noble ch ar­ 


acter within. 
Th e 
Home has been 
fortunate in securing such a woman to 
take charge of this work. 
W e visited 
several wards where the s ic k soldier* 
are kept., some of them are aula to be 
Up and around, while others are con­ 
fined to their beds. 
Fifteen women 
nur*es are in attendance here. 
Every 
thing tha ; Is possible to do is done for 
these sick soldiers. 
B u t with all the 


care given them, an average of one 
every two d a y s trasses away.
